WHO  IS  MY  NEIGHBOR/ 

“  Thou  shalt  love  tliy  neighbor  as  thyself.  ’ 

To  this  divitie  command  it  is  (rcquenily  ob¬ 
jected  that  it  can  not  always  be  obeyed.  Says 
one,  "  I  have  some  very  bad  neighbors,  who  are 
continually  seeking  to  iiijute  me,  by  all  the  means 
in  their  power,  and  to  love  them  as  much  as  1 
love  myself  is  impossible.”  This  ohjectioti  how¬ 
ever  mainly  originates  in  a  misapprehension  of 
the  sense  in  which  our  Saviour  used  the  term 
iteigliior ;  and  this  misapprehension  we  think 
has  been  the  means  of  driving  many  well  mean¬ 
ing  persons  into  skepticism.  They  supposed  that 
Our  Saviour  used  this  lertn,  either  in  its  ordinary 
acceptation,  or  as  embracing  all  mankind  without 
distinction,  no  matter  whether  friends  or  foes; 
and  believing  it  to  he  impossible  to  love  our  ene¬ 
mies  as  much  as  we  love  ourselves,  they  have 
been  led  to  reject  the  Scriptuies,  on  the  ground 
that  no  just  God  would  requite  of  his  crcwtiircs 
what  liter  arc  not  able  to  perform.  But  that 
Christ  did  not  use  the  term  neighbor,  either  in 
its  ordinary  sense,  nr  as  embracing  all  mankind, 
is  evident;  for  in  the  context  of  the  parallel  text 
which  occurs  in  Lnke  x  :  27,  wc  read  that  a  cer¬ 
tain  individual  asked  Christ  "who  is  my  neighbor?" 
This  question  he  answered  by  relating  the  beau¬ 
tiful  and  instructive  parable  of  the  good  Samari¬ 
tan,  with  which  I  suppose  the  reader  to  be  fa¬ 
miliar,  and  tlierefoie  it  need  not  be  repeated 
here.  Christ,  having  related  this  parable,  asks 
the  (|ueslicn.  “  Who  was  neighbor  unto  him  that 
fell  among  lliieves?”  It  was  answered  “  he  that 
showed  mercy  on  him,”  Then  s.aid  Jesus,  “  Go 
and  do  thou  likewise  ’’ 

Wc  p'  ■rteivc  by  this  illnstration  that  the  Sa¬ 
maritan  who  showed  mercy  itf  the  man  that  had 
fallen  among  thieves,  was  neighbor  unto  him;
